CHAPTER 102. 

EXTINCT RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES. 

s_ F. 42. 

AN ACT to amend section sixteen hundred ftfty-two-d (l662-d) supplement to the code, 
1913. relating to extinct churche8. 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Extinct religious societies-trust fund. That the law 
2 as it appears in section one thousand six hundred and fifty-two-d 
3 (1662-d) supplement to the code, 1913, be and the same is hereby 
4 amended as follows: 
6 By inserting after the word "fund" and before the word "except" 
6 in line nine, the words "for not less than five (6) years" and also by 
7 adding at the end of said section the following: "If the principal.or 
8 income in the hands of such trustees is not used in the locality where 
9 the extinct local society was situated within the term of five (6) 

10 years from the time of the sale or disposition of its property, then the 
1i said principal and income, if any, mdy be used for building or improv-
12 ing other property of the denomination within the territorial limits in 
13 which such extinct society was located."

CHAPTER 103. 

CITY AND TOWN ASSESSORS AND DEPUTIES. 

s. F. 85. 

AN ACT to repeal 8ection six hundred seventy-four (674). supplement to the code. 1913. 
and enacting a 8ubstitute therefor, relating to the compensation of city and town 
as8essors. 

Be it enacted by the General AS8embly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Repeal and substitute assessors and deputles-co •• 
1 pensation. That section six hundred seventy-four (674), supplement 
2 to the code, 1913, be and the same is hereby repealed and-the follow-
3 ing enacted as a substitute therefor: 
4 Town assessors and assessors in cities of the second class, and their 
5 deputies shall receive the same compensation as township assessors, 
6 which shall be determined in the same manner and payable from the 
7 county treasury. In cities of the first class, including those under the 
8 commission form of government, the compensation of the assessor 
9 shall be not more than eighteen hundred dollars ($1800.00) per 

10 annum, or not less than five dollars ($5.00) per day for the time 
11 actually employed, to be fixed by the board of supervisors; and that of 
12 the deputies not more than five dollars ($5.00) or less than three 
13 dollars and fifty cents ($3.50) per calendar day, Sunday excepted, for 
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
